CHAPTER XXXIII. 

Coursing. 

Greyhounds are a variety of dog which require particular care 
and attention to be bestowed upon them, It their owners desire 
them to appear to advantage, either on the bench or In the held. 
The doga themselves are so highly bred that their constitutions 
do not withstand disease or cold as those ot other breeds, and the 
artificial life a greyhound leads when he is undergoing a prepa¬ 
ration for a coursfog meeting naturally enough Increases his 
Innate weakness In this respect. It would be Impossible In the 
present work to attempt to enter deeply Into the subject of train¬ 
ing for and running greyhounds In stakes; but, nevertheless, a 
few observations on general management may not be out of 
place. 

To begin with, It Is essential that the kennels for greyhounds 
should be larger and more airy thau those of other dogs, as the 
breed Is not one which at any time stands close confinement well. 
As In all kennels, draughts should be rigorously excluded. On 
hls return from exercise, a highly-bred greyhound Is particularly 
liable to take a chill, bis skin being so fine that any draught Is 
sure to affect him injuriously if exposed to It for long. Though 
several greyhounds may be kenneled together without 111 results 
accruing, they are by no means a peaceable class of dog, and 
fights have frequently occurred In the kennel which have led to 
bad reeultB. It Is well, therefore, to keep as few as possible 
together, and under any circumstances to avoid their being over¬ 
crowded, either on the benches or In the yard which-should always 
be attached to a greyhound kennel. The floors of both the Inner 
and outer kennels should be cemented, and kept thoroughly 
clean, as much of the dog’s health duriug training will depend 
upon the comfort and attention he receives at borne, aud nothing 
Is more likely to affect him Injuriously than an existence In an 
atmosphere which Is at all contaminated by the odor of excre¬ 
ments, which should be removed at once by the kennelman. 

In the “Courser’s Companion,” by Thomas Thacker, which 
was published at Derby In 1834, much valuable advice Is given 
on the subject of training and feeding greyhounds. The training 
of dogs for public stakes has, since the date of Mr. Thacker’s 
work, become a science, and few greyhounds run at any of the 
principal meetings who have not been under the care of a pro¬ 
fessional trainer. The owner, however, who Is In the habit of 
keeping a greyhound or two about hls premises, and occasionally 
eo joying a day’s coursing when he opposes a neighbor's dogs, may 
learn much from remarks made by Mr. Thacker, whose work la 
still regarded as one of the best ever written upon the subject of 
coursing. In bis preliminary observations on the training of 
greyhounds, the author commences by drawings comparison be¬ 
tween the race-horse and the greyhound. He argues that In the 
case of the former hls energies when racing are restrained during 
the earlier portion of the race by the mao on hls back, who de¬ 
sires to husband the animal’s resources for a supreme effortatthe 
finish of the race. The greyhound, on the contrary, when run¬ 
ning, Is beyond the control of hls master or any one else, apd 
therefore In the vast majority of cases neglects to husband hls 
strength in the slightest degree. “ Therefore,” says Mr. Thacker, 
“feeding becomes a matter of flrst-rat^mportance, only sur¬ 
passed by the physical superiority of the mog himself. If you 
feed a dog with a sufficient quantity of nutritious food to make 
him superabundantly fat and fleshy, you are obliged to give a 
corresponding quantity of severe exercise to reduce him to a 
standard of health and fine muscular development, while you un¬ 
load bis chest of superfluous fatty matter In order to Increase hls 
capacity, and consequently Improve hls wind. In producing this 
fine state, aud during the process required, the dog necessarily 
becomes dull and stiff In his joints,aud he is (pro tempore) deprived 
of that essential quality—Are—which I hive spoken of before. 

“A greyhound In tip-top condition should be all fire, animation 
and sprlghtllness; hls gaiety expressed In the sparkle of hie eyes 
and the bounding elasticity of hls limbs, should be so refreshing 
to the beholder as to produce the Idea that the excellencies of the 
animal could be carried no further. A combination of the great¬ 
est strength from large muscular development should be united 
with the best state of the wind to produce what Is called fine con¬ 
dition, and to attain this very desirable end the animation of the 
animal should not be depressed by undue exercise, which fre¬ 
quently deprives him of the acme of bis speed as well as fire. 

. . . Dogs as well as horseB may be over-trained; too much 

exertion long persisted In appears to destroy the vigor of the 
animal by exhausting bis powers. 

“ In order to provide for this combination of circumstances, 
and to prepare the dog for coursing In the finest possible state of 
condition, there Is a variety of considerations to be taken Into 
account; for each sportsman has hls favorite system of feeding 
them, aud the food given Is of different sorts, affording different 
degrees of nutriment, and of different degrees of digestibility, 
flesh and bone, gelatinous and farlnaclous substances, and liquids 
with more or less nutritious matter contained ln-ttrem. Some 
feed but once In a day, while others, to avoid over-dlstendlug the 
stomach and oppressing the organs of digestion, commit an error 
In the opposite extreme by giving only half a meal at a time, and 
that twice a day.” 

This latter system Is decidedly disapproved of by the author, as 
being Injurious to a healthy dog, mainly on the ground that In 
the dog digestion Is carried on with great rapidity. Upon the sub¬ 
ject of diet the author of the “ Courser’s Companion” Is most 
decided In hls advocacy of meat being supplied; in hls own words,, 
he says: “ There are different sorts of condition—good, bad and 
Indifferent—and I am aware that many greyhounds run, what Is 
called ueff, under a regimen of gelatine and farina; their natural 
courage being such as Induces them to do so without flesh. But 
this Is no proof that the same dogs would not have run bolter 
with it. .. . Tou may gain lire by keeping a dog under re¬ 
straint, but unless you give him sufficiently severe exercise for 
hls wind and strength, that Are will be only like a flash In the 
pan; you will, In fact, lose Are In a two-fold manner. Flesh, 
being more nutritious and stimulating, Imparts more fire to bis 
temperament than weaker or less natural food, and by giving 
flesh In proper proportion you do not lose the fire Imparted by re¬ 
straint; for with flesh he docs not require such severity of exer¬ 
cise to compress the fibers to a state of active and powerful capa- 
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bllltyas will deprive him of hls fire. Flesh, however, possessing 
much nutriment and stimulus, If given too plentifully would re' 
quire very strong exorcise to prevent the blood being too rich, and 
must, therefore, be equally avoided, as giving him too little or 
none; a moderate quantity In hls dally meals Instead of jelly 
food.” 

Arrian, who styled himself the younger Xenophon, wrote 
the following description of coursing as carried on by 
the ancients, which clearly proves the antiquity of this class of 
sport, and Is published In Blane's “ Qynegetlca” In 1788: “The 
most opulent and luxurious among the Gauls course In this man 
ner. They send out good hare-flnders early In the morning to 
those places where It Is likely to find hares sitting, who send 
back word if they have, found aDy, and wbat number. Then 
they go out themselves, and put them up, and lay In the dogs, 
themselves following on horseback. Whoever baa good grey¬ 
hounds should never lay them In too near the hare, nor 
run more than two at a time. For, though the 
animal Is very swift, and will oftentimes beat the 
doge, yet when she Is first started sbe is so terrified by the 
halloaing, and by the dogs being very close, that her heart Is 
overcome by fear, and In the confusion very often the beat sport¬ 
ing hares are killed without showing any diversion. Sbe should 
therefore be suffered to run some distance from her form and 
re-collect her spirits, and then If she is a good sporting hare, she 
will lift up her ears, and stretch out with long rates from her 
feet, the dogs directing their course after her with great activity 
of limbs, as If they were leaping, and affording a spectacle 
worthy the trouble that must necessarily be employed In prop¬ 
erly breeding and training these dogs. 

“ Those are the best hares that are found lu open and exposed 
places; for, being bqld, they do not hide themselves, but seem as 
It were, to challenge the dogs; these, when they are followed, do 
not Immediately try to avoid the danger by running to woodB 
and brakes, though they should happen to be near, but take over 
the open country; and when they are contending In swiftness 
with the greyhounds, If the doga which pursue them are not 
fleet, they moderate their own speed according as they are pressed. 
But If the dogs are very fleet, they then run as fast as they can; 
and.when running In an open country, If they find themselves 
so pressed by a good dog that they perceive hls shadow, they 
try to throw him beyond them by frequent turns, makiDg for the 
woods or the nearest shelter they know of; and this Is a sure 
sign that the hare Is overmatched by the dog. * * * * 

“ It is proper sometimes to speak to the dogs, for they rejoice 
to hear the voice of their master, and It Is a kind ot encourage¬ 
ment to them to know that be Is present. In the first course 
there Is no objection to speaking to them as often as we choose; 
but In the second or third course, when they will probably be 
weakened, I do not think It right to ctll them too often by name, 
lest, by too eager a desire to please their master, they should 
exert themselves beyond their strength, and hurt their Inside, 
which has been the destruction of many a good dog. 

“ If the dog has caught the hare, or otherwise behaved well, 
you should dismount and encourage him, for they love to be 
praised. If the dogs through fatigue let the hare escape, they 
will nevertheless approach with pleasure,and caress their master. 

“ Those who have not good hare-flnders go commonly out, a 
number in company on horseback; and coming to a likely place, 
when they happen to find a hare, let- the greyhounds loose after 
her. But those who are more diligent after the sport go out on 
foot, and If any one accompanies them on horseback, It Is hls 
business to follow the dogs when they run. They beat about, 
being drawn up In a regular rank, and having proceeded In a direct 
line to a certain point, wheeling round, they turn about together 
toward the place from whence they set out by the same way 
they came, leaving, as far as possible, no likely place unexplored. 
If many dogs are taken out they should not be stationed pro¬ 
miscuously; for when the hare la started no one can refrain from 
slipping hlB own dog,each being desirous of seeing hls own dog run. 
The hare, being confused and terrified by the noise and number 
of the dogs, will be taken without showing any sport, and the 
diversion, which Is the chief object, will be spoiled. A person 
therefore should be appointed to take the commaudof the sport,and 
the greyhounds being In slips two together, he should give these 
orders: ' If the hare takes this way you loose yours, and no one 
else; If that way, you yours,’ and these orders should be punctu¬ 
ally obeyed. The Gauls sometimes when coursing mix their 
finders with the greyhounds, and whilst these try, the others are 
led by the band at a little distance, taking care to lead the good 
dogs where .the hare Is most likely to cqme, that they may be let go 
when she runs off. * * * But by this method the course Is 
Irregular, and the bare, however stout she may be, Is so much 
alarmed by the cry of the dogs, that If she Is not a considerable 
way before, she Is so confused that she will easily be caught. 
Therefore, whoever lets slip a good dog should not do It while, 
she la astonished, but let her make her first ring before he looses' 
him, unless he means to spoil the diversion. It is not right to 
loose the greyhound at a young hare, which should be spared, 
and the finders, If possible, should be called off, which Ib very 
difficult, as they are not under good command, being eager 
through hunger; and so desirous are they of eating up what they 
catch, that It Is hard to get them off, even by beating them with 
sticks.” 

Coursing meetings In the present time are generally under the 
management of some of the numerous clubs which are now In 
existence, and entries are usually confined to dogs entered or 
nominated by membersof these associations. The Waterloo meet¬ 
ing, held at Altcar, near Liverpool, Is the head of the list, as the 
Waterloo cup, puree, and stakes, attract more attention than any 
coursing events throughont the country. To enter a dog for the 
Waterloo cup, an owner who does not happen to be a member of 
the club Is compelled to apply for a nomination from one of those 
who do belong to it, and as the stake Is but a sixty-four dog one, 
It frequently occurs that a good dog la unable to compete. Many 
members, however, who have no greyhound In tbelr opinion 
worth entering, return tbelr nominations to the secretary, who 
In bis turn places them at the disposal of the owners of promis¬ 
ing dogs who do not happen to belong to members. In this way 
many outsiders are enabled to run tbelr dogs, who would otherwise 
be unable to do so. 

It occasionally happens In coursing clubs that more members 
apply for nominations lu a stake than the committee have at 
their disposal. In such Instances It Is customary to ballot for 
them, upon the understanding that those members who have 
been unfortunate enough to be balloted out ahsll have a priority 
of claim In the next stake to be ran for. On the other hand, 
to some cases It comes about that an insufficient number of nom¬ 
inations have been applied tor, and therefore the committee of 
the club would be unable to carry out their programme, If some 
steps were not taken to meet the difficulty. It Is therefore 
usual In such a case to ballot <» nominators, and thus It Is de¬ 
cided by lot who are to have the nominations not applied for. 
By this means members of the club who have no dog they care 
to enter, are compelled to find a dog outside tbelr own kennel to 
run for them, or falling this must pay the entrance money, so 
that no pecuniary loss can fall upon the committee In carrying 
out the meeting on account of stakes. It Is not, ot course, 
customary to grant more than one nomination to an individual 
member In a stake If by doing so others who belong to the club 


are prevented from entering a dog; but this rule Is not usually en¬ 
forced In produce stakes. 

Another difficulty which occasionally arises Is the postpone¬ 
ment of meetings from bad weather, or other causes.. In such 
Instances the stewards are empowered to postpone the meeting 
from day to day, or even fix some other date for It, as they 
may think fit. When this occurs, the draw Is usually void, 
though the nominator is responsible for the nomination which he 
has had allotted to him. 

The National Coursing Club, which Is composed of the repre¬ 
sentatives of the leading clubs throughout the kingdom, forms a 
Coursing Court of Appeal, and Is regarded as-the head of affairs 
In the greyhound world. Bu* before going briefly over the prin¬ 
cipal rules laid down by it, we will describe shortly the function- 
arles Indispensable to a coursing meeting, taking the existence of 
a club committee as a fact. 

Ot all connected with this sport, the office of Judge Is the 
most Important and unthankful, fur on hls shoulders rests the 
responsibility of delivering the verdict which may mean so much 
to thousands. A quick eye and a good memory are essential 
qualifications In a judge of coursing, and It Is scarcely necessary, 
we think, to add that hls Integrity must be unimpeachable, and 
hls strength of mind assured In addition, or he will most cer¬ 
tainly be uufltted for the post he tills. Hls duties are to ride 
with the dogs, and calculate the points they score. He fre¬ 
quently also has to give the slipper orders when to slip, and he 
has to deliver hls decision Immediately the course Is over, to the 
flag steward, whose duty it Is to see the red or white flag hoisted 
by the man told off for this special duty. Tne color under 
which a dog rune Is regulated by hls position on the card, which 
Is in two columns, the victory of the dogs on the left column 
being represented by the hoisting of the red flag, and those on 
the right by the white one. In the event of an undecided course 
taking place, the judge takes off his hat, as sn Intimation that 
he is not satisfied, and the doge have to go Into tho slips again. 

The post ot Slipper la, If not as responsible, a more arduous 
one than that ot judge, for It Is bis duty to Blip the greyhounds 
when told to do so by the judge or slip-steward. A considerable 
amount of skill and quickness of eye Is required In the slipper, 
tor an uneven or a jerky slip must ruin many a course. Hls 
duties, too, necessitate a great amount of physical exertion, as 
the slipper has to be on hls legs all the day; and In addition, 
before be slips the dogs, has usually to run some little distance 
with them before the word Is given to slip. 

Beaters are almost Indispensable -at a coursing meeting, as 
without tbelr assistance bares would not be found In many In¬ 
stances when wanted, or If found, she would probably face In the 
opposite direction to that which a good course required. It Is 
moat desirable, therefore, that the beaters know their work, and 
by keeping In their proper positions prevent the hare either 
facing to cover or to the dogs, which would most likely occur If 
she were frightened by Injudicious beating. 

The Field Stewards, under whose direction the operations In 
the field are conducted, have the unpleasant task ot keeping the 
ground clear, and seeing that tbe beaters do tbelr duty. 

The following are tbe values of the six points in coursing: 

1. Speed. —1, 2, or 3 points. 

2. Go-byb.— 3, or If gained on tile outer circle, 8 points. 

3. Turn.— 1 point 

4. Wrench.— j point. 

5. Kill — 2 points at most; but points may be subtracted If 
the kill la not meritorious—In fact, a kill may count for nothing. 

6. The Trip.— 1 point. 

Of these the Go-bye is where one dog starts a length behind 
the lfther, but passes him In a straight ruD, and gets a length In 
front. 

A Turn Is when tbe hare Is turned at not les3 than a right 
angle from her course. 

A Wrench Is when the hare la turned at less than a right angle 
from her course. 

A Trip la when the dog gets hold of the hare, but falls to kill 
her. 

In calculating the number of polots which are to be given for 
Bpeed, the judge must take Into consideration the start which 
one greyhound may have lost from being badly slipped or from 
not sighting the hare. Also when the hare bends round In favor 
of the slower dog, It la customary to allow one dog a point for 
speed, and the other one point for Uret turn. It Is also deter¬ 
mined that speed alone shall not determine a course,' except 
under very exceptional circumstances. 

In event of a dog losing ground at the start from being badly 
slipped or not sighting tbe hare, the judge Is to decide what al¬ 
lowance Is to be mode to him, on the principle that the foremost 
dog Is not to begin to score until the second has had an oppor¬ 
tunity of joining In the course. Again, too, when the hare 
favors one dog the latter’s next point shall not be scored, or, at 
most, only half hls point, at the discretion of the judge. And no 
greyhound 1 b to receive any allowance for any accident unless 
he Is ridden over by hls adversary’s owner or the latter’s servant. 

A greyhound loses the course at once If he refuses to follow 
the hare when slipped. But when he willfully stands still In a 
course, and desists from the pursuit of the hare, no subsequent 
polots he may make are allowed him. If in Buck an Instance 
the polots awarded him up to this point exactly i^unl his oppo¬ 
nent’s, the offsndlDg dog loses the course; but when one or both 
dogs are unable to continue the courme, and stop with tbe hare 
In view, the course Is decided by the number of points already 
awarded by the judge. Also, where a dog refuses to fence 
where the other fences, bis future points shall not be counted In 
hl^favor unless he sticks In a meuse, when In such an event 
the course shall end from the time be stuck. If, however, the 
points are equal up to then, he loses bis course. 

Amongst the most stringent rules of the National Coursing 
Club are those which refer to the description of the entries; and 
tbe reason of such a policy must be obvious to all who give the 
subject a moment’s consideration. It Is especially provided that 
the name and color of the dog and of hls parents shall be 
clearly given, and In the case of produce stakes any distinguish¬ 
ing marks must also be given. A subscriber must also, If re¬ 
quested by tbe secretary, state In writing, before or during the 
meeting, the Dames and addressee ot those Who reared hls pup¬ 
pies ; and any puppy Is liable to disqualification whose descrip¬ 
tion does not tally with that given by the subscriber. No grey¬ 
hound Is said to be a puppy which was whelped before "the 1st of 
January ot the year preceding the commencement ot tbe season 
of rnnnlng. A sapling Is a greyhound whelped od or after tbe 
fst of January of the same year In which the season of running 
has commenced. If the name of a greyhound which has run In 
public has been changed, tbe subscriber must notify the change 
to tbe secretary, who shall place both the new and the old names 
on the card of tbe meeting. Tbe penalty for neglect of this rule 
by the subscriber Is disqualification of hls dog. 

Incases where a subscriber Dames a dog which Is not hls own 
property for a stake, and falls to add the word "Names” or letters 
“N. 8.” to hls entry,the dogla disqualified. Any subscriber naming 
another’s dog Is compelled, If requested, to furnish the secretary 
with the bonajtde owner’s name. The draw Is arranged by putting 
either the dogs’ names or numbers,which correspond with numbers 
which have been allotted them, Into a hat,and drawing them ont by 
haaard. Tne order thus decided upon la maintained throughout tbs 
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coarse, unless some untoward event should render It Impossible; 
and the winning dogs In each succeeding course are run against each 
other until but one remains, which wine the stake, the last dog 
beaten by him being termed the “runner-up.” Dogs must be 
taken to the slips In their proper turn, and If one Is more than 
ten minutes behind time bis antagonist Is entitled to claim the 
course and run a bye. In event of both dogs being late, they 
are both liable to disqualification. Owners or servants are per¬ 
mitted to follow their dogs after banding them over to the 
charge of the slipper, but they must be careful not to Interfere 
with that official In his duties, or to encourage their dogs by 
calllog to them whilst they are runnlog a course. In event of 
two dogs being of the same color, they are each compelled to 
wear a distinguishing collar, this collar to correspond with the 
color— red or white—under which they figure on the card. If 
one dog gets out of the slips, the slipper la not allowed to let the 
other go; and In case of the slips breaking, the slipper Is ren¬ 
dered liable to a sovereign fine. This penalty Is also Incurred 
by any one who lets a greyhound loose, and thereby enables It 
to join In a course which is being run. In event of this loose 
dog being the property of the same owner whose dbg Is running 
In the course, the latter will be disqualified, unless the owner can 
prove that he was unable to take the loose dog up after Its last 
course. Apropos of this subject, It may be here remarked that 
many a grand greyhound Is very dhy of being taken up when 
once slipped. Misterton, winner of the Waterloo Cup In 1879, 
Is a case In point, and he certainly ruined bis chances of success 
In the following year by—after he had won bis course—having 
a second, and severe, single-handed one on his own account, be¬ 
fore he could be caught, or “ taken up.” 

A “no course” Is distinguished from an undecided by the 
fact that the former arises from the course being either too Bbort 
to try the dogs together, or by some accident occurring which 
brings about the same result. An undecided la where the judge 
considers the dogs’ performances equal—In which case be takes 
off bis hat, which he does nbt do In event of a no course taking 
place. A no course or an undecided may be run again Immedi¬ 
ately, or, if claimed on behalf of both dogs, before the next brace 
are put In the slips, or In any case for no course, If ordered by 
the judge. Otherwise It must be run after the next two courses, 
unless deferred until the next day. If It happens to be the last 
course of the day, a quarter of an hour shall be allowed the dogs 
after being taken up. 

As regards dividing stakes, the latter are divided If the two 
last dogs left In belong to the same owner or his partner, or If 
one owner prevails upon the other to withdraw his dog for some 
consideration. On the other hand, If one dog meets with some 
accident, and has to be withdrawn, the other may be awarded 
the stake by the stewards. If two greyhounds have each won a 
stake, mid have to compete for a final prise, should one have run 
more courses than the other, the dog which has run the smaller 
number must run a bye or byes, to make his number up to the 
total of his antagonist, so that he may not possess any unfair 
advantage when they meet. In event of It being proved that 
either the judgoor slipper Is Interested iu the success of a grey¬ 
hound running at the meeting, the nominator of the dog for¬ 
feits his winnings, unless It can be proved by him that he was 
unaware of, and no party to the offence. And, further, any 
nominator who gives or lends—or offers to give or lend—money 
or anything of value to the judge or slipper, Is liable to be dis¬ 
qualified from running or entering greyhounds In another's nom¬ 
ination where the National Conrslng Club’s rales are in force. 

There Is no difficulty In taking greyhounds about the country 
If proper notice Is given to the railway companies, as arrange¬ 
ments can always be made by which proper accommodation cau 
be provided for the dogs and their attendant. It Is always best 
for the latter to travel with his charges, not only to quiet them 
If excited, but also to protect them from Injury by accident or 
by the design of evil-doers. It is often unhappily true that’at¬ 
tempts, and successful attempts too, have been made to hocus 
dogs, so as to prevent them winning their ties, and therefore due 
vigilance must be exercised by those who have them In charge, 
and the use of a muzzle Is strongly recommended. In journey¬ 
ing, the dogs should be well and warmly clothed, and care must 
be taken to keep them out of draugbte and wet, for when In a 
high state of training the greyhound Is more than ever suscepti¬ 
ble of chills. Many a dog haa “ gone wrong ” on arriving at the 
scene of action by the change In the water from what he has 
been accustomed to at home, and therefore it Is not unusual to 
boll the water given him, ao as to render any change of quality 
less liable to occur. Precaution should also be taken by which 
every chance Is given the dog of being made comfortable aa 
soon as he arrives at bis new quarters, as If he Is rendered rest- 
less by the unfamiliar aurrouodlngs, he will naturally be fagged 
when called upon for action In the morning. To obviate such 
chances, It Is usual with the owners of valuable dogs entered for 
Important stakes to send their greyhounds and attendants Into 
the Immediate neighborhood of the meeting some days before the 
event come off, so that the dog may be thoroughly accustomed 
to his new quarters before be haa to do his best. We firmly be¬ 
lieve that another advantage Is also gained by such a course, and 
that Is benefit to the dog’s health, aDd consequently an Increase 
of vigor, from the change of air, which in lower animals, as In 
Thi”’ baa often been hnown *» work wonders on a Jaded system, 
this being our opinion, we strongly advocate an early move, 
when this Is possible, to the neighborhood of the meeting. 

Dogs thnt are to run should not be fed In the momlog of the 
same day v or If they are, only a few ounces of some nutritions 
out easily-digested food should be allowed. During the Interval 
between the courses It Is often necessary to give a' dog a reatora- 
. order 10 recrult hl8 strength, and In the majority of cases 
sew 1 ® weak brandy-aud-water will do all that Is wanted, though 
different professional trainers each have their own especial nos- 
'rum for each emergencies. As, however, we are addressing 
8re but ftma teurs In the coursing world, we again re- 
peat thata small dose of brandy-and-water well diluted, Is In our 
P n on a more judicious pick-me-up under such circumstances 
a niore elaborate or mysterious one. 

The advantage to be gained from keeping the dogs warm after 
I , Te run a tie, cannot be too stroDgly Impressed upon 
banners, especially as In the excitement of the event all re- 
kaS?*fc M If e ° f the clotbln 8 may fade away. It Is also as well to 
»ae the doge under covor, If such is possible; but under all clr- 
cumstances a greyhound should be well rubbed down before 
K again given Into the hands of the slipper, as by this means 
e chances of stiffness are sensibly diminished.

On his return from exercise the greyhound should have his feet 
and lefts carefully overlooked, in order to discover if any injury 
has been done them by thorDB, stones, or strains. If necessary 
they may be washed, but as a rule a careful rubbing down with a 
dr y b8UBb pr Stove will be all that la required to make him com¬ 
fortable. On his return to the kennel, precautions must be taken 
to prevent him from taking cold when heated, and most particu¬ 
larly akould he avoid all draughts and damp. Many a good dog 
has suddenly taken cold and been prevented from running, 
merely on account of the carelessness of a kennelman who has 
provided him with a damp bed, or Injudiciously let blm stand 
about unclothed or unprotected in a cold wind of rain. 

Having briefly alluded to the exercising of tbe greyhound, the 
Important subject of food mnstcometobe considered. Here there 
are, as on other points, a variety of opinions, some advocating an 
almost entirely farinaceous, others an equal liberal meat diet. 

It appears, nevertheles, that au amalgamation of both Is more 
likely to benefit the dog, as so much depends upon what Is the 
amount of his dally exercise and the purposes for which he Is In¬ 
tended. Oatmeal thoroughly boiled Is undoubtedly a good food 
aa the staple commodity, and the addition of meat, and liquor In 
which meat has been boiled, can always be easily effected and 
proportioned out. Sheep’s heads, and large bones of all sorts, 
form excellent occasional additions to the ordinary diet, and the 
frequent substitution of Indian meal for oatmeal Is desirable. 
The latter meal has often an 111 effect on the bowelq of some 
dogs, and therefore must be discontinued If It Is found to purge 
them too freely, and thus reduce their strength. As ln other 
breeds, a periodical dose of coollag medicine must be given, and 
due attention mast be paid to this subject three^fr four days pre 
vlous to a course. 


As in the case of other dogs, greyhounds do better when fed 
ln the late afternoon, as their food can then be thoroughly di¬ 
gested before the morning’s exercise, and If, as is frequently the 
case, they have given them the advantage of a gentle run la the 
evening, the process of digestion Is materially benefited. A fall 
stomach Is equally antagonistic to comfort in dog and man when 
violent exercise has to be undergone, but a gentle walk some two 
or three hours after mealtime Is beneficial alike to both. With 
reference to the use of booee, where there is more than one grey¬ 
hound in each kennel when they are given out, the presence of 
an attendant is most desirable, to prevent the fighting which 
most naturally will ensue. Horseflesh, beef, and mutton, are 
each and all beneficial to the greyhound when In training, the 
last-named more especially so ln the ease of dellcately-eonstltu- 
tloned dogs who, when ln hard work, refuse their food and re¬ 
quire tempting. Pork and veal should be eschewed, aa also those 
portions of the others which contain small bones, which are apt 
to Injure the dogs who eat them. “ 

Of modern greyhounds Lord Lurgan’a Master M’Grath bas 
more especially Immortalized himself by winning the Waterloo 
cup three times, an unparalleled feat since the extension of the 
cup to a sixty-four dog stake. Opinions differ aa to whether he 
would not have carried off the prize In four successive years, but 
his going amiss In the third rendered his defeat an easy matter 
though he avenged himself twelve months later. Master Mc¬ 
Grath having been a dog so much above tbe average his pedigree 
may be of Interest to our readers, so we produce it here in extenso 
for their benefit.

position of affairs and thought Gladstone had chased. The bird 
fluttered and flew off to the other end of tbe hollow, and Whlt- 
ford told the Judges he would much rather Gladstone should re¬ 
trieve it, and to order. Gladstone did It beautifully, fetching it 
alive aud not breaklqg a feather. Sent on, Gladstone, toward 
the end of the field, drew to a handsome point; Monarch not 
near to back. The heat ended with Gladstone the winner. Down 
forty minutes. 

8ensatlon and Smut, handled by Hammond and Aldrich, were 
now cast off at 2:05 where the last brace were taken up. Worked 
toward the north shore, In the wire grass between the 6crub oaks 
and the shore Smut drew to a nice point, which 8ensatlon failed 
to back and was charged by Hammond.

They 
drew the old stubble field blank and crossed over Into large fleld 
of briers and hayberrles, where Gladstone, at the western edge of 
the thicket, known as the “ wrecker,” drew to a point, before 
which the birds flushed wild. He then turned around and point¬ 
ed to the rear of where he pointed first, and where some birds 
had been flushed from by two of the judges just before he came 
up and made bis last point. Crossed back Into stubble fleld, 
Sensation remembered the birds he had left In the hedge and 
went In and pointed one, which flashed while waiting for Glad¬ 
stone, who was ranging wide In the fleld, to come up and back. 
Gladstone then pointed, and Sensation backed. Gladstone road¬ 
ed, and bird flushed. Sensation pointed, bird ran, and Sensation 
roaded, and bird flushed. Gladstone then pointed, and Sensa¬ 
tion backed; bird ran, and both roaded; bird flushed, and both 
dropped to wing. Gladstone then pointed; bird ran and he 
roaded It a long distance, and it flushed. Whltford shot and 
killed It; Gladstone dropped to shot. The bird dropped 
near Sensation, and he picked it up. A spectator flushed the 
balance of the bevy In the wire grass on the shore, and 
Gladstone coming up drew to a point, discovered error, and 
went on. After going back into big brier fleld, Messrs. 
Whltford and Hammond asked for new ground, that which 
they were working having been run over so much. Tbe dogs 
were thererefore worked west, when Gladstone at the edge of the 
dense thicket of tall alders and briers drew to a point, and Sen¬ 
sation backed. Whltford penetrated as far as he could, but had 
to give It up without flushing the birds. Soon after this, and not 
having been able to And any birds, and It getting late, Mr. Pentz, 
tbe secretary, left the judges and let out a dozen live birds in the 
hedge near the shore, and In which the dogs had done most of their 
work. The dogs after a long run of over twenty-five minutes, 
durlug which Gladstone ran as fast, and ranged as wide as at any 
time during any of his heats, were brought back to the hedge, 
when Gladstone ran down on the shore, and pointed under the 
bank a bird, and Sensation backed. This decided tbe heat and 
first prize for Gladstone. Down one hour and flfty-flve minutes. 

According to the rules the judgeB decided Dashing Monarch 
to be the best dog, Gladstone had previously beaten, and he 
therefore ran with Sensation for second prize. Monarch Imme¬ 
diately after being cast down pointed, and Senaatlon backed. 
Martin flushed and killed the bird and Monarch broke shot; Sen¬ 
sation afterward picked It up. Monarch tu a few minutes pointed 
again, and 8enaitlon backed. Martin flashed, did not shoot and 
Monarch dropped to wing. Brace taken up, Dashing Monarch 
awarded tbe heat and second prize. Down ten minutes. 

The judges then decided Glen, the best dog-beaten by Dashing 
Monarch, to run with Sensation for third and fourth prizes; but 
Instead of running they divided. 

The trials then ended, at 4:40. It was afterward decided not 
to run tbe Brace Stake, for which there were nine entries, as the 
majority of the owners of the dogs did not wish to remain over 
Sunday, and the judges could not remain any longer. 

Judges, official scorer, and stewards the same ae on Thursday.

Since the snow fell our local Nlmrods have beeu among 
the wild turkeys to some extent, and several fine turkeys have 
been brought to bag. I was out on Thanksgiving Day and killed 
a fine young hen weighing sixteen pounds. On the next day 
Capt. London and myself with his heavy Parker gun, were out 
In the same vicinity and secured one each. QuallB are very 
scarce here; In my two days’ hunt I did not see one, or any sign 
of one. There were several coveys near here In the Fall but they 
have gone South I think. J 

Pinnated grouse are tolerably plenty but very wild and be who 
has not a full choke bore gun may as well stay at home and take 
care of the baby, as to hunt prairie chickens In this part of the 
country at this season of the year. 

Capt. London and a couple of friends start to-day for a big 
buDt In Texas, In tbe neighborhood of Whltesborough. I will 
give the readers of the Cbioago Field an account of the party’s 
adventures when they return. 

Capt. Tucker, the Parker gun man, stopped off at our place 
on his trip East, and related 6ome blg-uns about his Nebraska 
goose hunt with Mr. Petty, of Omaha. Tucker Is a splendid fel¬ 
low, and when It comes to talking gun he “ covers considerable 
ground.’’ The guns he represents have the call In this locality, 
and are remarkable for their shooting qualities.

Notes. 

Carey, Ohio, Dec. 1.—Not seeing anything In the Chicago 
Firlb In the way of correspondence from this county, I thought 
I would drop you n line, as this (Wyundot) Is one of the best 
counties in tbe state for prairie and upland shooting. We have 
an expanse of prairie and wild marsh, extending several miles, 
which afford each In their season, excellent snipe, wood¬ 
cock, and quail shooting, while the uplands have a fair showing 
of quails, pheasants, and wild turkeys. We have no organized 
club In tbe county, very much to our discredit, although we have 
some good sportsmen and excellent shots, also some who claim 
to be sportsmen who do not possess the first principles of one, 
slaughtering game indiscriminately In and out of season, at that. 
One party brought In last week nine dozen quails and sold them, 
tbe result of two days’ pot-hunting. Then we have the very 
selfish grangers who will not allow bunting on their premises, but 
trap entire coveys at a time In open defiance and violation of the 
law. A number of our sportsmen have found traps, and In 
every case have UBed their feet to good advantage on said traps. 
Qualls are not as plenty this season as was expected, many 
broods being very late, some even when tbe season opened being 
scarcely able to fly. They were never known to be so late hatching 
as this season. A larger circulation of the Chicago Field In our 
county would, I tblnk, bave a tendency to make more good 
sportsmen, and at the same time open their eyes to a sense of their 
duty, I. e. a better protection of our game. Buckeye. 

Florence, Kan., Dec. 3—Among our many sportsmen vis¬ 
itors since I last wrote you are Drs. Bancroft and Lemon, of 
Denver, also Wm. D. Todd of ssme city, and Geo. Warder, 
Springfield, Ohio. The above party of “ jolly good fellows ” re¬ 
mained five days with us,and went away highly gratified with the 
results of the sport. The goose-shooting fifty or seventy-five 
miles west of here on the Arkansas, continues very fine; as high 
os thirty are being killed by a single shooter In a day.

In his line. Ducks are scarce, a few mallards, broBd bills, and 
teals, grace our waters.

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THE EASTERN FIELD TRIALS CLUB'S TRIALS. 

The second annual field trials of the Eastern Field Trials Club 
go down In history as the most successful meeting of the year, 
and not excelled by any meeting previously held. The Esstern 
Field Trials Club may, therefore, be said to have established Itself 
on a firm basis, which cannot be otherwise than gratifying to all 
aportBinen. To ourselves, especially, this Is gratifying, as the 
Chicago Field knows neither East, West, North or South, In a 
sectional point of view, but only so far as the spirit of emulation 
stimulates to a generous and legitimate rivalry, which Is desira¬ 
ble, since the fraternity of sportsmen Is benefited by It. 

The All-Age Stake was spiritedly contested from beginning to 
finish, and with so many grand field dogs, the victory of Glad¬ 
stone Is no small achievement, and adds luster to those who fol¬ 
low him In their places In the race. The defeated almost Invari¬ 
ably feel chagrined, and this Instance Is not to be supposed to be 
an exception to the rule; but be that as It may, the decisions of 
the Judges were rendered In the full honesty of purpose, and the 
only one to which exception can be taken Is the heat between 
Smut and Sensation, which they iRfend themselves against, by 
referring to the rules under which the dogs ran, by which pace 
and style more than compensated for the difference In points 
made by the two. They also considered the record of the two 
In their previous heats. The judges had a hard time, for It re¬ 
quired, on many occasions, a thoroueb knowledge of their duties, 
to discriminate between the contestants, and to decide some of 
the fine points on which hinged a decision, either for victory or 
defeat; but that they were equal to the occasion, excepting In the 
Instance of Sensation and Smut, none can deny. Not only men¬ 
tally weary but at the finish they were aLo leg weary, since they 
were all the time on foot, and the condition of the weather was, 
the majority of the days, most trying. 

The winners of the AU-Age Stake, the most Important event 
of the meeting, are well known in the canine world, except 
Dashing Monarch, the winner of the second prize, a grand young 
dog, and one which, with more training and experience, Is des¬ 
tined to take the front rank among the crack dogs of the country. 
He was Imported last Fall by his present owner, Mr. John C. 
Higgins, of Delaware City, Delaware, from the kennel of Mr. 
Llewellln, and is just about two years old. His work In the 
field has been all together, six weeks; two weeks last Fall, and 
four weeks this Fall. This, therefore, Is his first appearance In 
public, and for so young a dog, his debut has been crowned with 
signal success; and his owner, Mr. Higgins, Is to be congratu¬ 
lated on having so grand a young animal to add fame to a 
kennel which was already so noted. He was Sired by Dash II, a 
brother to the Harvard Kennel Club’s Dash III, and Herzberg's 
Kate. It will be remembered that Mr. Llewellln paid over six¬ 
teen hundred dollars for Dash II; and Stonehenge selected him 
and Llewellln’s Countess, with which to Illustrate his recent 
edition of “The Dogs of the British Islands.” The sire of Dash 
II Is Blue Prince, a son of Mr. Charles H. Raymond's 
Pride of the Border, since dead. The dam of Blue Prince Is 
Nellie, a sister of Countess. The dam of Dash It Is Armstrong’s 
Kate. The dam of Dashing Monarch Is Countess; but notwith¬ 
standing the others are so well known, their performances In 
public are of Interest. 

Gladstone, the winner, Is a son of Dao, and his dam Is Higgins’ 
Petrel, a daughter of Llewellln’s Prince, out of Lill II. He first 
ran In the Puppy Stake in the Iowa trials, In 1877, without be¬ 
ing placed; won the Puppy 8take, Nashville trials, same year, 
and was not placed In the Champion Stake, hut, with Dog 
Whip, won third, same meeting. In the Nashville trials, 1878, he 
ran In the Champion Stake, and was not placed, but with Lin¬ 
coln In the Brace Stake, won second. His next race was with 
Joe Jr., at Florence, Ala., Dec. 15 and 10, 1879, for a purse of 
one thousand dollars, the duration of the trial being two days, In 
which be was defeated; since then he has not appeared In public. 
He never has been defeated on the bench, having won the open 
class, at St. Louis, 1878, and the Champion Class, at Baltimore, 
and Bostoo, the Bame year, beeldea numerous epeclal prizes for 
which he contested at those Bhows. He was whelped In July, 
1870, aad Is, therefore, not quite three and a half years old. Mr. 
P. H. Bryson, of Memphis, his owucr, refused fifteen hundred dol¬ 
lars for him Immediately after bis race with Joe Jr., from W. L. 
McDonald, of Tipton, Teoo.. 

Sensation, excepting St. Elmo, one of the most maligned dogs 
In America, who divided third and fourth prizes with Dr. Aten's 
Glen, Is owned by the Westminster Kennel Club, of New 
York, by whom he was Imported Nov. 10, 1870, and Is by Lloyd 
Price’s Jim, a sou of Wbltehouse’s Hamlet and Lloyd Price's 
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Judy. His dam, Humphries’ Nell, Is by Rap, out of Nina. He 
Is the winner of seven bench show prizes In England, and eleven 
In America. This Is his first appearance in a field trial In 
America, and he has moat effectually silenced his traduesrs. He 
was whelped In Mar, 1874, and la, therefore, six and a half years 
old. Dr. Aten’s Glen, who divided third and fourth with Sen¬ 
sation, is a son of Colburn's Dash, son of Putnam’s Dan, who 
waa a half brother of Scott Rodman's Dash; the dam of Glen la 
Mullins' Belle. Glen last year won first In the Brace Stake with 
Ned, In the Eastern Field Trials Club's Inaugural meeting. 

The winning popples are, as might be expected, unknown to 
fame, with the «xceptlon of Wenzel's Chief, a son of Moore’s 
Berkley and Duck. Chief won Becond lu the Irish setter puppy 
class, at the New York show last May. For pedigrees of the 
other puppies, we refer to the summary of their respective races. 

Robins’ Island, where the trials were held. Is well adapted for 
the purpose. The area of territory, seven hundred acres, Is 
sufficient for the purpose, and the land can be cultivated, at 
least so far as to grow food sufficient to feed all the birds 
which would be required for a trial; and as the island Is water 
girt, aud so far from the main land as to make the flight to the 
main land too long for the quails, those which are put on the 
Island must remain. The only objection, at the present time, 
Is one easily removed—there Is too much cover. If some of 
the dense thickets were cleared off, and two or three pieces of 
scrub-oaks, It would be a great advantage, and there would be 
still more than sufficient cover left for the birds. By planting 
wheat, buckwheat, and peas, the birds should thrive, and propa¬ 
gate lu numbers greater even than would be necessary for the 
trials, each year. Aa the club has obtaloed the refusal of the 
Island for three months, at the sum of twenty thousand dollars, 
and Is almost certain to purchase it, we have no doubt these 
Improvements will suggest themselves, and be made. 

We would strongly urge that the Nursery Stake be 
abolished. We have often protested against such a stake, 
and have, on each occasion, pointed out the Injury done 
by commencing to train at an age so young as to enable 
a puppy to contend, without .any chance of success. In a race 
which demands it should be less than one year old. The man 
who puts a puppy Into training at six months old, is on a par 
with him who would put a four-year-old child to close study; 
the mistaken judgment Is the same In each instance. We think 
the Nursery Stake, at this meeting, fully exhibited the tolly of 
attempting to force maturity without physique. Neither man 
nor dog is of value In his respective sphere, for paucity of 
brain power Is a natural sequence, and what so thoroughly sacri¬ 
fices both as early training and studying? The early-trained 
puppy lacks dash and courage, and has a cowed demeanor all 
throngh life, for the reason that his spirit has been broken be¬ 
fore It had fully developed. The Brace Stake should be also 
abandoned, as it la of Uttle consequence, and Is as often not run 
as ruo; and as its substitute there should be a stake for pointers. 

We would like to see a Champion Stake open to winners of all 
ages, or Free-For-All Stake—and to find time to run all the 
stakes, we would suggest the All-Age Stake—be limited to 
twenty entries, which Is a sufficient number of starters In any 
stake; the charge of entry double what It Is now, which would 
make the stake richer, and would bring together all the cracks, 
and make It more Interesting. The pappy race should be actu¬ 
ally a etake race like the American Derby, and 
retrieving should be abolished In It. Every practical 
trainer, tba| la wise, knows that a puppy should not 
retrieve until the second season at least. 

The entries In all the races should close In advance of the trials, 
and on the date determined on. Extensions do not Increase the 
number, bflt retard the running of the trials. The club should hold 
Its trials earlier, north of the snow belt. December Is too late and 
inclement; as the weather vis, it was fortunate It was not worse. 
Toward the latter end of the trials the birds were not so easily 
found, as they had gone Into the thick cover, having been driven 
by the constant drawing of their feedlog ground. 

Official scores were kept of each heal, In each race, but as the 
club decided not to make them public, not even the scores of the 
winners, we cannot give them to our readers. The attendance 
of spectators was quite large, aud but for the weather would 
doubtless have been very much larger, which shows how deep an 
Interest there is In field trials In the Esst. The following de¬ 
scription of the different contests will be found to be both full 
and accurate: 

THE NURSERY STAKE. 

MONDAY. 

The Trials commenced on Monday morning with the Nursery 
Stake for pointers and setters under twelve months old, In 
which there were seven entrlee, two of which paid forfeit—Mr. 
Johw G. Her.kscber’s Bine Chips aod August Belmont Jr.’s John, 
dead. 

The sky was overcast, and there was every Indication of snow 
or rain before the day was ended. The wind was southwest, and 
damp and chilly. Near noon, however, It cleared off, and was 
warmer and pleasanter. 

At 9j85, Mr. Gregory’s pointer bitch Belle, handled by E. H. 
Height, and Mr. Beukard’B pointer bitch Hebe, bandied by Wro. 
TaUmao, were cast off In an old and large stubble field. Both 
popples showed fair speed, but Hebe more style, and ranged the 
wider of the two. A cow, which misconceived the purpose of the 
trials, and supposed It was tor spaed, and the fence to be the 
goal, joined the dogs, and In Us hurry to get to the fence first 
and win the race, ran Into and flushed a very large bevy of quills, 
lo a narrow etrlp of buckwheat at the eDd of the stubble field, 
near the fence. Tho bevy flew Into the adjoining large piece of 
land of bayberries, briers an 1 grass, In which, while the puppies 
were being taken around to give them the bene.,t of the wind, 
Belle made a handsome polot at a roost, and Hebe backed In¬ 
differently. Some distance beyond, Belle drew to a beautiful 
point, np wind, and Hebe again backed Indifferently. The bird 
ran, and Belle roaded In fine style quite a distance, and again 
established her point, simultaneous with which the bird flushed, 
and Belle dropped to order. The Mrd waa one of a bevy, a por¬ 


tion of which Tallman afterward flashed, and the spectators the 
balance, which dropped In some scrub oaks, bayberries ana long 
wire grass near the shore. In the grass, Hebe pointed a single 
bird, which Tallman flushed, and shot at, but did not kill, and 
Hebe dropped to order. Belle was making game In the scrub 
oaks, and therefore was not near to back. The bird flushed by 
Tallman dew a quarter of a mile Into the bay aod dropped Into 
the water. Mr. Peutz, the secretary of the dub, wept over the 
probable loss of one bird. Too much trouble and expense, he 
declared, to get them, to have any die by being drowned. Hebe 
to order, moved on, and Belle, coming down, pointed In lino 
style, Just ahead of where Hebe had pointed. The bird flushed, 
and Belle dropped to order, and then the balance of the bevy 
flushed. The brace waa then taken up, Belle to be put down 
again to back,aod Belle awarded the heat. Down thirty minutes. 

The next brace, Talhnan’s setter bitch Jennie, bandied by her 
owner, and J. D. Raymond’s liver and white pointer dog Rover, 
handled by G Herbert Newton, were put down at 10:15 lathe 
same tract of bayberries, briers and grass, but to the southeast of 
where Belle and Hebe had finished their beat, and on the bevy 
flushed at the close of their heat. Both puppies drew to a sepa¬ 
rate point, and up wind; birds wore flushed and shot at, hut not 
killed, and both puppies dropped to order. The brace were then 
cast off, to show their speed, style In motion, ranging and quar¬ 
tering, In the field adjoining where Belle and Hebe bad been first 
put down. Rover showed more speed and ranged wider than 
Jennie. The brace were then taken back Into field of bay¬ 
berries, briers and grass, and worked toward the scrub oaks near 
shore, where Belle and Hebe had finished their heat. Each 
drew to a separate point, Rover In the scrub oaks, and Jennie on 
the outside In the grass. Tallman directed to take Jennie off 
her point to back Rover, lifted her up and throwing her down, 
abe dropped on a beautiful back. Each was credited with a 
point. The bird before Rover was flushed, but not shot at, and 
both dropped to order. Ordered on, Jennie returned to where 
she bad pointed, aud taking up the trail roaded through the 
long wire grass about one hundred yards, and pointed again. 
She was held on her point a long time for Rover and Belie to 
come up and back. Rover refused to back. Belle did not get 
up lu time to be tried to see If she wonld back. The bird In the 
meantime had run and could not be flushed. The brace theu 
ran up Into-the bayberries again, where the handlers flushed a 
bevy. The brace then crossed the fence at the upper end of the 
field, where Jennie almost immediately drew to a point, and held 
It for some time for Belle to come up to back, which she did In¬ 
differently. Jennie and Belle were In a hollow, and Rover com¬ 
ing to the hrow of the hill, drew to a handsome back facing them. 
Tallman flushed the birds, but did not shoot. Puppies remained 
standing, and staunch to wing. The brace were then taken up, 
and Jennie awarded the heat. Down forty-five minu'es. 

The last heat having ended fhe first series, and Queen having 
won a bye, she ran with Belle. At 11:15 they were cast off tn 
scrub oaks, to where the flushed birds had down. Height, as be¬ 
fore, baodled Belle, and Tallman handled Queen. Just then the 
sun shone brightly and the atmosphere became much warmer, and 
the remainder of the day wsb pleasant. Belle Immediately drew to 
a point on a single bird, and Queen refused to back. The bird 
ran and she roaded It nicely through the leaves, and established 
her point again; Height flushed the bird, but did not shoot at 
It; Belle dropped to order. Golog on, Belle struck the trail of 
another bird running among the dried leaves and roaded It In 
good style about a hundred and fifty yards Into some short bay- 
berries, and established her point again. Tallman walking 
across flushed It, aud Belle remained standing, and staunch to 
wing. Queen was so very cautious aud worked so very cloee, 
that Tallman found It Impossible to get her to range. She was 
evidently sick. The brace was taken up, and Belle declared 
winner of the heat. Down fifteen minutes. 

At 11:30 Belle and Jennie were pat down in same scrub oaks. 
Jennie Immediately drew to a beautiful point on a single bird, 
and Belle backed well. Tallman flashed the bird, but did not 
shoot, and Jennie partially dropped to wlog. Jennie ran down 
Into hollow, and Belle kept on hill. B. lie drew to a i olnt on- 
a single bird which ran through the dry oak leaves, and which 
ahe roaded to the path, where It crossed and ran Into a small 
hedge ou the opposite side. Jennie coming up, they both worked 
lu the hedge for some time, but could not find It. Dr. Young had 
seen it when It crossed the path, and ran Into the hedge. After 
drawing blank some other ground the brace were taken np, and 
Belle was declared the winner of heat, and winner of first prize. 

A recess of forty-five minutes was taken for lunch, after which 
at 12:45 Hebe and Rover were put down on the west side of the 
Island, and then worked eouth and southeast. Hebe showed 
much speed and good style, and ranged wide. After drawing 
blank several pieces of scrub oak and rag weed, Mr. von Len- 
gerke flushed a bevy, and a few moments later the spectators 
flushed another bevy. It was then 1:35 and the dogs had been 
running fifty minutes. The first bevy flew over the bill and 
settled In some scrub oaks on the cliff overlooking the bay, abd 
the puppies were worked toward them, but before they got to 
the bevy they flushed themselves. Marked down In sedge grass 
a short distance ahead on the cliff, the puppies were sent on apd 
both flushed a single bird and dropped to order. The balance of 
the bevy flushed themselves, and flew back to another piece 'of 
scrub oaks where Rover pointed, and Hebe refused to back. 
Birds flashed, but were not shot at. The bevy flew across a 
gulch and settled In some long wire grass, with the exception of 
three, which settled In the gulch, ami which Rover in the ad¬ 
vance, when the puppies ran down Into the gulcb, flushed. 
Reaching the level, Hebe flashed a bird In the graas and stopped. 
The brace was then taken up, and Rover was awarded the heat. 
Down one hour and twenty-five minutes. 

Queen should then have run with Rover, but belog sick, was 
withdrawn. 

The judges for the day were Dr. Rawlings Young, Corinth, 
Miss., Col. James Gordon, Pontotoc, Miss., and Mr. Justus von 
Lengerke, New York. Official scorer, Mr. F. N. Hall, vice preel- 
dent of the club. Stewards, Messrs. John G. Heckscher and E. 
A. Spooner, New York, and Dr. I. C. Monroe, Brooklyn. 

In consequence of the club having extended the time of clos¬ 
ing the entries In each stake to the night before It was run, the 
trials ended for the day, which was much to be regretted, as being 
only 3:10, the best part of half a day was lost.

It will be re¬ 
membered she won the All-Age Stake In the Nebraska trials, 

At 11:25 Bryson’s Peep O’Day, bandied by Whltford, and 
Moore's Lass O’Gowrie, handled by E. S. Wanmaker, were put 
down where the last brace had been taken up. Peep O’Day soon 
drew to s handsome point In some bayberrles at the edge of a 
elope, and LassO’Gowrie called up, backed handsomely Sensa¬ 
tion not having had an opportunity to back, was cast off to back, 
and did so very handsomely. The birds ran, and Lass O’Gowrie 
roaded very nicely and pointed again. Whltford flashed and shot 
a bird and both dropped to shot, and Peep O’Day to order re¬ 
trieved well. Both dogs ran Into open and turned and ran down 
by the other aide of the fence from where Peep O’Day had pointed. 
LassO’Gowrie roaded and dropped on a point some distance from 
the fence, and Peep O’Day also at the same time drew to a point 
near the fence. It was where a bevy had been seen by the judges 
to haveflUBhed from, afew momentB before. Both discovered the 
error, and moved on. They then ran Into scrub oaks, when 
Lass O’Qowrle dropped on her belly to a point and Peep O’Day 
backed. Wanmaker flushed bird, but did not Bhoot; Peep O’Day 
dropped to wing. Soon after Lass O’Gowrie pointed again in 
some ragweed and grass tn scrub oaks, roaded and dropped flat 
on her point again. Peep O'Day coming up, backed to order, 
but Lass O’Gowrie had commenced to road just as she got sight 
of her. Bird flushed, but was not shot at. After a long run 
both pointed In sedge grass where a wounded crow was Been to 
run from. They stopped but s second, and moved on. After 
another long run, Peep O’Day, going very fast, with wind 
on quarter, stopped, turned back and wheeled up wind 
on a very handsome point at edge of scrub oaks, and 
Lass O'Gowrle backed handsomely. Peep O’Day moved on, and 
Lass O'Gowrle followed, and both roaded Into and Id scrub oaks, 
but failed to find. The judges had a short time previously seen 
persons passing over the same ground, and the presumption Is 
that the dogs had pointed and roaded on the scent of birds which 
had been flushed at that time. Another long run, and Peep 
O’Day pointed, and discovered error, and moved on. After 
another long run, Lass O'Gowrle In hollow, pointed,and was kept 
for some time on point for Peep O’Day to come up and back. 
The birds ran and she roaded very nicely some distance, and 
again established her point in a small thicket. The judges, just 
as she had established her point, ordered the dogs up. Mr. Wan 
maker took Lass off her point, and requested to be allowed to 
demonstrate that she was on a true point. Given permission to 
do so, he cast her off again, when she returned to her point; the 
birds, In Interim, had run out of the thicket and Into some rag¬ 
weed In the open, to where Lass O’Gowrie roaded; the birds 
flushed, and Lass broke In and dropped to order Instantly. Peep 
O’Day, kept to heel, for Lass to demonstrate her point to be a 
true one, dropped to wing,. when the bevy flashed. The birds, 
having been marked down in a copse of scrub oaks with under¬ 
growth of briers, the dogB were ordered on; Lbbs O’Gowrie 
pointed, and Peep O'Day backed well. Wanmaker shot and 
killed, and Laas O'Gowrle retrieved In fine style. Another por¬ 
tion of the bevy, which had settled In the hollow, Lass O’Gowrle 
pointed, and Peep O’Day refuted to back, and went ahead and 
took the point. Whltford flushed, shot, and did not kill, and 
both dropped to shot. The judges ordered the doge np, and held 
a consultation lasting ten minutes, after which they ordered 
them down again.

H. W. Gause’s setter dog Warwick, handled by E. I. Martin, 
and Dr. Fleet Spier’s setter dog St. Elmo, handled by Jefferson 
Cooper, were the next brace pat down, at 3:25, and In scrub 
oaks with undergrowth of bayberrles. The brace did rattling 
work; their work was simply perfection. Neither committed an 
error, but each seemed to realize that it was a race; and It Was 
nip and tuck, as old John Harper used to say,- from eend to 
eend ” They were the most evenly matched brace we remember 
having ever seen In a trial, and certainly should be owned by one 
man Both Cooper and Martin handled them weU by not Inter¬ 
fering with them, but allowing them to exercise their own judg¬ 
ment! Almost Immediately after being castoff, 8t. Elmo, In some 
dried bayberry bushes, dropped to a point, and Warwick backed 
grandly—head and tall well up. The bird ran, and St. Elmo 
roaded on his belly through the underbruBh and established his 
point again,which Warwick again hacked. The bird flushed, and 
Warwick dropped to wing.

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The “ Widgeon’s ” Wanderings In Salt and Fresh Water.

CHAPTER III. 

It was on the Monday following our return from our up river 
trip that we decided oo starting on the so suddenly proposed and 
so eagerly caught at salt water cruise; and on the Saturday pre¬ 
ceding we had the “ Widgeon ” in proper shape for the trip.

Monday morning broke bright and clear, not a cloud to mar 
the axure of the sky, and a delightful little breeze blowing from 
that most favorable of all quarters (for us) the northeast. We 
were all ready to go a couple of hours sooner than necessity de¬ 
manded, but at eight o'clock we decided to make the attempt. 
The tide was just beginning to turn, and the breeze was holding 
on In splendid style. We lost no time In casting off our moor¬ 
ings, ran np our foresail and jib, and stood across the harbor; 
when we came about we gave ner the mainsail and Hying jib and 
laid our course for the mouth of the harbor, soon passing Par¬ 
tridge Island which stands seotry-Uke to guard tbe port,aod from 
Its signal post gives notice of the arrival of the sea-tossed mer¬ 
chant-men, numbers of which line the wharves and piers of 8t. 
John, loading and laden with the produce of the forests. 

Away we went out Into the open blue waters of the Bay of 
Fundy, our good vessel careening with the pressure of her can¬ 
vas, making the briny foam By from her bows and seeming to 
enter with as much spirit and gladness Into the enjoyments of 
the trip, as any of her crew. 

Tork was at the wheel,with his everlasting old brier root In his 
mouth, and the way In which he now cast a glance at the com¬ 
pass, and now threw a look at the canvas, would have made 
star of twenty-five years' standing, sick with envy. The rest of 
us were grouped forward, and Harlow and I were chatting, in 
glee over the auspicious opening of our cruise, and the glorious 
fun we would have before the Widgeon's prow would again pass 
tbe harbor light homeward bound.

sang Harlow, In the words of fair Nancy Lee’s sailor lad, and I 
agreed with him, neither one of us thinking how soon or In what 
plight we would return; aB for Constable, he was lost In an artis¬ 
tic dream of wonder, love, and praise, and could say nothing at 
all, except to ask us to let him alone, and allow him to enjoy to 
the full the lovely vision of dancing blue salt water. 

We stood on our course until eight bells, which corresponded 
to shore time of twelve o’clock noon, but of course we scorned 
anything savoring of tbe land, and rang our bells with the pre¬ 
cision and regularity of a man-a-war; at eight bells then we saw 
the Nova Scotia coast looming well up and could make out the out¬ 
lines of the Dlgby Gut, a narrow passage which forms the en¬ 
trance to the beautiful Annapolis Basin; when we had this pas 
sage well In view, we kept away, eased off our sheets a little, and 
let her run for about an hour; we then hauled our course and 
beaded for Grand Manan, a large Island lying In the Bay of 
Fundy, broad off the coast of the State of Maine. It Is British 
property, however, and geographically belongs to the Province of 
New Brunswick. We hoped to make this Island by the time the 
sun set, and our hopes were realized, for Just as the sun was dis¬ 
appearing behlDd the western horizon amid a glow of color 
that augured well for a following fine day, we ronnded the Swal 
low Tall light, and brought to anchor In Whale Cove, well sat 
lafled with the first day’s cruise on salt water, and I am sorry to 
say, Indulging In many uncomplimentary remarks on our folly In 
wasting precious time In sailing up and down a fresh water creek, 
as we, In our scorn, denominated the noble St. John river, on 
whose placid bosom we wished, before many days had passed 
we were resting. 

The evening was spent to a jolly manner; song, story and flash 
log jest went round the board, and quantities of that glorious 
weed before whose shrine both

we found ourselves safely ensconced In our comfortable bunks. 

I was awakened from a sound Bleep next morning, by Consta- 
. ble’s voice yelling down the companion, “Hello, fellows 1 on deck 
here, tumble np, qatek, will you? ” 1 thought that we were 
threatened with an Invasion, to say the least, and tossing on my 
clothes tore np on deck, where I found the whole crew, York 
and Harlow were laughing at Constable, and soundly rating him 
between times for bresklog In upon their slumbers. Upon Inquiry 
I found that our artist companion bad been seized with a burn¬ 
ing desire to see the sun rise, and on coming on deck had been so 
taken with tbe combined grandeur and beauty of land and water, 
rugged rock and dancing wave, that he had made up his mind 
that the one thing needful for his happiness was that he should 
get ashore and make some sketches; knowing, of course, that 
he could not do this unaided, he had ^ resolved on 
waking up the rest of us, and Inducing ns‘ to put him 
ashore at some convenient point for him to set 
up bis eatel. “ Now, look here, Raphael,” said I, “ do you see 
that bold outline of rock there abont three miles off! That Is 
the North Head; now If you promise to make each of us a pic¬ 
ture of that spot we will row you up.there, and I will tell you a 
story of that locality,which may serve to pass tbe time.” Constable 
eagerly agreed, and the rest of the boys were only too glad to ob¬ 
tain a picture on such easy terms. So In a short time we had tbe 
boat alongside, put In some provender, left tbe yacht In charge 
of our youthful culinary artist, and pulled away for the North 
Head. After a, brisk row we landed on a strip of beach which 
afforded a good View of tbe promontory, polled the boat op, and

When our artist had been working about an hour, York turned 
round to me and asked me If I had forgotten my promise to give 
them a story abont the North Head.

“Some nine years ago, on a blustery, wild looking day In Feb¬ 
ruary the barque ‘8arah Sloan' sailed from the port of St. John, 
with a good crew, and commanded by as able a skipper as ever 
trod a quarter deck. Ik was blowing hard when she left, and 
as the day wore on the wind Increased; a heavy and blinding 
snow storm arose, and the cold became Intense. I never rightly 
knew how the mistake occurred, but one arose; an order to the 
man at the wheel was misinterpreted or a light was mistaken, I 
cannot tell at all events; before any one cruld do aught to avert 
tbe danger, there came a cry of 'Laud dead ahead,’ from the 
lookout, aud then crash went the vessel on tbe awful cliff that 
you see standing In solemn grandeur above us. But one man 
lived to tell the tale, and how he escaped Is a miracle, for he had 
to scale that almost precipitous cliff In the darkness, and when 
be reached the top he was so benumbed with the cold that It 
with the utmost difficulty he could crawl to 

nearest bouse, which was some two miles away 
the scene of disaster. He was brought up to 

Ihe town and was found to be so terribly frostbitten that he 
had to suffer amputation of both feet. The captain a body was 
found some days afterward Boating near abouta where the Wid¬ 
geon ’ now lies anchored. I never bear of the North Head but 
I think of that wreck, and wonder what the feelings of that poor 
sailor must have been when, strugging Inch by Inch up that ter¬ 
rible rock and not knowing whether he would be permitted to 
reach the top alive or fall, fatigued and worn out, a prey to the 
hungry waves dashing and roaring below.” 

Alter I bad finished my tale and seeing that Constable was 
about through with his sketch, we pulled back to tbe yacht. 
Upon consultation we decided to remain at Whale Cove for the 
rest of the day and on Wednesday morning head the Widgeon 
for Passamaquoddy Bay, where we Intended to remain about a 
week, then bear away across the lower end of the Bay of Fundy 
and cruise up tbe Nova Scotia shore for a while, finally bringing 
up at St. John. Alas I for our fond hopes

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The Illegal Fisherman. 


Rochester, N. Y. 

Editor Chiciqo Field :-“Tbe efficient and ever watchful Game 
Constable Schwartz,” says the Rochester Herald, “ with his faith¬ 
ful ally, Robert Stone, started tor Lake Keuka Monday afternoon 
and at eight o’clock was aboard the steamer Lulu, Captain Morris 
commanding, and waa out In the lake after the Illegal fishermen. 
Instead of Iron drag-hooks the party used a long Iron bar so at¬ 
tached to a rope that It Is dragged lengthwise through the water, 
and as It were, spears every net It catches. At Hazen’s Point a 
whole gill net and a piece of ore were taken from the water. At 
Eggleston’s Point four whole nets and four halves of nets were 
captured. At this place the party saw some men on the shore 
and went on land to Interview them, but the fishermen, for so 
they appeared to be, waited not on the order of going, but fled 
away In great haste. Here was found a but with stove and wood 
In It to keep the poachers warm while prosecuting their Illegal 
work. Embarking again the party went to the other side of 
Keuka landing. Here they saw three boats and six or 
seven men at work In them. The steamer gave pur¬ 
suit, but the fishermen got away. The constable and bis 
friends succeeded, however, In getting two large gill nets, 
at this place. The night was far gone, but the party did not 
rest until they had brought to the surface and Into their boat nine 
more nets, which they obtained In what Is called the west branch 
of the lake. These make a total of Btxteen whole nets that 
were secured, and the constable believes that tbe party 
destroyed at least forty more nets. Of these nets, at least five 
new ones, worth $60, belonged to a fisherman who had several 
destroyed when the game constable paid his last visit to the 
lake. Constable Schwartz, Stone, Captain Morris and a man 
named Carr, made another raid In row boats. They obtained no 
nets, but bad considerable sport with the fishermen. They saw a 
small steamer, tbe Rob Roy, cruising about, and after making an 
investigation found that tbe party aboard the boat consisted of 
Illegal fishermen who were trying to steal the nets of other fish¬ 
ermen. While the constable and party were making the investi¬ 
gation, several shots were fired at them, but fortunately the bul¬ 
lets went wide of the mark.” 

The Intrepid officer and bis friends deserve great credit for 
their daring and their faithfulness to their work. The Illegal 
flBbermen set their nets on spawning beds, and as they destroy 
hundreds of thousands of fish In eggs with tbe death of each 
female fish, it can be easily seen that the lake would soon be en¬ 
tirely depopulated of the finny tribe. The constable will con¬ 
tinue his work, and In It ho will meet with nothing but the 
heartiest co-operation of lawful people. R- M. ,H. 

Hybrid Trout. 

Rochester, N. Y. 

Editor Chicago Field:— At the New York State Hatchery 
we have a pond containing sixty hybrid trout. The cross Is 
male salmon trout with female brook trout. They are now thr e 
years old, and will average one-half pound each; tbe largest will 
weigh three-fourths of a pound. They resemble both parents, 
but are Inclined a little the moat toward the salmon trout. 

Nov. 1st they commenced spawning for the first time, and con¬ 
tinued until Nov. I3th. We succeeded in obtaining 19,400 
spawn. 

A remarkable fact concerning the spawn Is that they are fully 
two sizes smaller than brook trout spawn. It may be necessary 
for me to state that salmon trout spawn are twice as large as 
brook trout spawn. One would suppose that the spawn would 
be In size between the salmon trout and brook trout, but Instead, 
they are smaller than either. The eggs are perfect In shape, and 
a good percentage are Impregnated. The formation of the fish 
can at present be seen distinctly. 

They commenced to spawn just after the salmon trout In our 
ponds had stopped, and Just before the brook trout bad fairly 
commenced. It Is my opinion that they will make a fish well 
adapted to either lakes or streams. They are well formed and 
handsome fish, and the prospects are that they will be a valuable 
addition to our better class of food fishes. We also crossed a 
few hundred hybrid eggs with male brook trout; a good per¬ 
centage are Impregnated. 

All the fish at tie haUbery are loottng exceedingly well. We 
shall take a large mpply of broth trout spawn, alee OelHerele 


mountain trout spawn. The breeders of this variety are in fine 
condition, and we shall undoubtedly be able to furnish all parties 
desirous of procuring them, with a good supply for the purpose of 
stocking public waters In this stale. 8 bth Green. 

Salmon Eggs. 

Washington, D. C. 

Editor Chicago Field :—I Inclose herewith a circular, of 
which copies have been sent to all commissioners, which may be 
of sufficient Interest to your readers to warrant Its publication In 
the Chicago Field : 

United States Commission, Fish and Fisheries, ) 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 27, 1880. f 
“The eggs of the species of salmonldse mentioned below, are 
now being matured by the U. S. Fish Commission, and I write 
to ask what number you are desirous of receiving, In behalf 
of your state, to be hatched out and planted In public 
waters. They will be ready for distribution during the months 
of January, February aud March, 1881. 

“ No charge will be made for the esrgs themselves, but the ex¬ 
pense of transportation from the hatching houses must be paid by 
the recipients. 

“ Due notice will be glveil by telegraph or otherwise, of the 
time of shipment of any eggs that are assigned to you. 

“It will, of course, be understood that the supply of eggs Is 
limited, so that no larger number Bbould be asked for than can 
be properly hatched out and distributed. 

“The eggs will be supplied to localities, the temperature and 
the waters of which are known to be favorable to the growth of 
tbe fish asked for. 

“ Should (as Is probable) the aggregate of eggs be less than tbe 
number for which application Is made, a pro rota reduction will 
be made. Spencer F. Baird, Commissioner.’’

Save the Young Fish. 

In a recent communication to the New York Sun upon fishing 
nets, relative to the iron pound net to be erected by the new 
Long iBland Iron Pier Fishing Co.,Seth Green states: "These nets 
are among the great Inventions of the age, and If they are built of 
suitable sized mesh, so as to take only marketable fish, they would 
not deplete the waters In which they are set. The mesh should be 
two Inches square. That would let the young fish through, and 
the net would stand In a storm, when a fine mesh net would be 
carried away. Fish are local In their habits, and the old fish 
travel the same route that they did when they were young; and 
If they are not taken when they are young, they will surely come 
back to the same ground wbeu i hey are old aDd fit for market. 

“ Such fish as shad, and many other kinds of marketable fish at 
two years old, weigh on the average about three-fourths of a 
pound, and when they are three ye rs old they will weigh three 
or four poundB. Now make the uiesh of your net so large that 
the small fish can go through, and your net will pay for many 
years. But make the mesh small, and take every fish, large and 
small, that comes along, and It will pay for about four years, and 
then you will have destroyed all the family of fish that strike on 
your coast at the point you set your net. 

“ That Is the result of pound net fishing on the great lakes. 

“ The same rule works with fish as with animals. Kill off the 
young, and the old will soon become scarce. There are thousands 
of tons of white fish sold for herrings In the New York market 
that are taken In pound nets lu the great lakes. The fishermen 
get about a half a cent each for them, aud If they were allowed to 
live one year more, they would bring the fishermen at least fif¬ 
teen cents.” 


Hickory Shad. 

Datton, Ohio. 

Editor Chicago Field: —There is an Immense business being 
done here Just now In shad fishing. So great Is the quantity 
caught that the Dayton View Hydraulic Works are requested to 
prohibit the catching of the shad In their waters, else If the 
present “slaughter of the Innocents" goes on. we shall have no 
11 Bh left. 

“Forty years ago,” said Mr. John Brandenburg to the Day- 
ton^feurW, “ we bad tbe same excitement about shad we now 
have. The streams were frozen over, Just enough so the boys 
could fish through the Ice, and we all played hook from school 
to skate and snare fish. I remember, we were out on * Seely’s 
ditch’and caught two bushelB of shad, and the people thought 
they were the genuine salt water abad, and we sold tbe fish fast 
for six aDd a quarter cents apiece; well, toward supper time I 
took a mess home to kind a fix It up ’cause I had not been to 
school, but as soon as the old folks saw the fish they said, ‘ What 
are you doing with them hickory thadf Come In here, tir.' ” 
“ Well,” John says, " the meat was just like the fish the boys 
are catching over there now, pink In color and sweet, but full of 
bunches of little bones.” Nevertheless, the Dayton View Hy¬ 
draulic shad correspond with the Delaware and Susquehanna 
shad. The true shad Is one of the most bony fishes that swim.

Notes. 

From the Belfast (Me.) Republican Journal we take tbe follow¬ 
ing items: One strange discovery of the recent deep sea dredg¬ 
ing off Rhode Island was a worm Inhabiting a quill like a goose 
quill. The quills were about t foot long, and soon after being 
rsken out of Ibe water became so hard that they could be used 
f r pens. They stood np In the mud at the bottom of the sea. 
The worms Inside were opal color, and, when taken out of their 
strange tenements, glistened, and presented a rather pretty ap¬ 
pearance so far as color was concerned. None of the scientific 
men ever heard of them before . • .The stat< raent of tbe fishery 
losses of Gloucester for 1880 shows a smaller loss of property 
than for any year since 1857. There have been six vessels lost 
this year, valued at $15,000, and forty-one lives lost. Last year 
there were 206 lives and $128,000 worth of property lost. ...In 
the whale fisheries of 1878 there were 185 vessels, with a ton¬ 
nage of 40,028; In 1880, there are 174 vessels, with a tonnage of 
88,408. Of this amount nearly ninety per cent, belongs to New 
Bedford_The Dumber of vessels In the cod and mackerel fish¬ 

eries In 1880 Is 2,828, with toonage of 77,589 tons. Of this 
Maine \as 18,785 tons, or 24 2-10 per cent., and Massachusetts 
89,750, or 51 8-10 per cent. There Is a decrease since 1879 In 
the whole country of 248 vessels and 2,347 tons, or about 8 per 
cent.
